PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
he grand theme of the week has been the President's trip to 
dens, arid tha inauguration of the Strasburg Railroad. With the 
Prince was the Marquis of Douglas. The railway proceeds along 
a vast plain, afterwards entering a sitigularly picturesque country, 
when it arrives at the viaduct of Brunoy, a magnificent structure of 
26 arches, each about ten yard’s s an, and some of them about 
eighteen yards in height. Here the President of the Republic passed 
in review the National Guard of Brunoy and the adjacent places, He 
was very generally greeted with shouts of «Vive lapoleon ! Vive 
le President!’’ The view from the viaduct is beautiful; it presents 
a deep vale, hills, woods, a river, and fertile fields (Studded with 
fruit-trees. Then came Melun, and the forest of Fontainebleau. 
A vast crowd was assembled in the town, who shouted again and 
again, ‘' Vive Napoleon!” The President of the Republic passed 
the National Guards of Fontojnebleau (about 6000 in number) and 
troops in review; among the latter was a magnificent regiment of 
carbineers,; which excited universal admiration. The shouts of 
** Vive Napoleon! Vive le President! ’’ were even more numerous 
and enthusiastic than at Melun, One fellow in the crowd took on 
himself to bellow “ Vive la Constitution! A bas Napoleon ! but 
a carbineer soon silenced him b a heavy blow on the face from his 
clenched fist, and the people, alling on him, nearly tore him to 
pieces, in order to exhibit the practical working of liberty, fraternity, 
and equality. Montereau was the next halts and there also tle 
reception of the President of the Republie by the National Guard, 
whom he passed-in review, and by the people aesembled by buu- 
dreds, was boisterously hearty, No er but that of “ Vive Napo- 
leon!” was heard, ‘I'he train reached Sens shortly before three,

and his address drew down thunders of applause. On his return 
similar enthusiasm was shown, and he arrived at Paris at absut 
twenty minutes past nine o'clock in the evening. On this trip the 
town of Montereau was a point of great interest, its noble cathe. 
dral, with its tall spires, is a conspicuous object, To the arches of 
this edifice is suspended the sword of the famous Jean Sans-Peur, 
who was assassinited on the old bridge. Within a quarter of an 
hour’s walk from the station, on the heights, the chiteau of Surville 
is one of the finest points of view on the Seine and the Yonne. Tt 
was there that Napoleon fought in 1814 the famous battle of Mon- 
tereau, in which, after a combat of four hours, he completely routed 
the allied armies of Austria and Russia. At Montereau commences 
Troyes Railroad. :

The difference of colour in 
malt liquors depends chiefly upon the kind of malt made use 
of, whether pale or dark, and in the case of London porter 
upon a certain amount of treacle and liquorice which are 
generally added to give extra strength, and enable the beer to 
obtain a good * head,’? When beer has been bottled the fer- 
mentation still proceeds slowly; and, as the carbonic acid 
cannot escape, it is absorbed by the beer. This produces the 
frothing, and gives rise to the expression, “ It is well up; 
for when the cask is drawn, and consequently the pressure 
removed, the carbonic acid gradually escapes in minute 
bubbles and produces the ‘* head”’ or froth peculiar to bottled 
beer. ‘The same may be said of champaign and other 
* sparkling ’’ wines, Vitriol (dilute sulphuric acid) is capable 
of converting starch, gum, and woody fibre (linen) into 
sugar; for example, if a drop of vitriol be let fall upon a linen 
apron, it will shortly be found to have so changed its texture 
that upon the slightest touch or washing the spot will break 
away, leaving a hole in the apron, or, in common language, it 
has “burnt” it; it has in truth converted that spot into 
sugar, and this, being too brittle to bear much handling, breaks 
away. It has been proposed to make sugar from old linen 
rags; but the process is too expensive, as these same rags bear 
a high price, being in demand among the paper-makers,

For want of a double track on the Camden and Amboy 
Railway, in the state of New Jersey, collisions are constantly 
occurring between the passenger and merchandise trains, The 
road, from neglect, is in many parts so decayed that the sleepers 
move with the motion of the trains, and the rails are split.

Dr, Chowne has enrolled a patent for improvements in 
ventilating rooms and apartments, of the perfect efficacy of which, 
we believe, there cannot be a doubt, and on a principle at once 
most simple and unexpected. Without going into details at pre- 
sent, we may state that the improvements are-based upon an action 
in the syphon which had not previously attracted the notice of any 
experimenter, viz., that, if fixed with legs of unequal length, the 
air rushes into the shorter leg, and circulates up, and discharges 
itself from the longer leg, It is easy to see how readily this can 
be applied to any chamber, in order to purify its atmosphere, Let 
the orifice of the shorter leg be disposed where it can receive the 
current, and lead it into the ehimuey (in mines, into the shaft), so 
as to convert that ehimney or shaft into the longer leg, and you 
have at once the elreulation complete, 


It is imagined that the Hiecesaity for sanitary yeform 
exists in but small tenements in confined courts and alleys form-

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A correspondent of the Times suggests colchicum as a 
remedy for cholera. He quotes the letter of a physician, who says 
that the whole of the cases treated by himself have recovered. ‘[ 
have usually administered half-drachm doses of the tincture of the 
seeds every 10 or 15 minutes, and have had no occasfon to exhibit 
a larger quantity, in the whole, than two fluid ounces before the 
balance of the circulation had been fully restored, and all the urgent 
symptoms disappeared. In the majority of cases less than one 
ounce has been found sufficient. The patients have been allowed 
an unlimited supply of cold water to allay their thirst, but nothing 
else; and all external applications have been abstained from as 
much as regard for the patient’s feelings would allow. I feel con- 
fident that colchicum is an effectual—and, I believe, will be found 
to be the only certain—remedy for malignant cholera, and, if 
administered as above, will cure every case that has not been sub- 
jected to ety other plan of treatment.” [Let the physicians look 
to this; but let patients look only to their Ei veteinns.? 


Dembinski, Kossuth, Perezel, Messaros, and Madame 
Kossuth have been sent by the Turkish authorities to Widdin. 
Austria and Russia claim these fugitives as subjects of the imperial

Kine’s Cottece Hospitau.—This hospital, established 
in the year 1839, in immediate connection with King’s College, has 
become, from the many claims of the poor upon the institution, 

uite inadequate tothe important objects for which it was set on 
foot. During the ten years of its being established, no less than 
122,550 persons have been admitted without -any letter of recom- 
mendation; and the epidemic which has prevailed for the last few 
months has so added to the number a ane for relief, that it has 
been resolved by the committee ah, noblemen and gentlemen, 
patrons of the institution, to raise a new building capable of con- 
taining at least 200 beds, and to raise an endowment fund, the 
present endowment amounting only to £2000, derived from lega- 
cies left by deceased patrons, while the actual sum necessary for 
maintaining the present establishment is £4500 per annum. To 
carry out the proposed undertaking a meeting of the council of 
King’s College was held a few days since, when a committee of 
thirty-eight was named, and they elected as their president his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, and as chairman of the 
committee his Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. The sum 
proposed to be raised is £50,000, and the committee are most san- 
guine in their anticipations as to the amount likely to be subscribed 
by the 6000 students who have already passed through the different 
branches of instruction in the college, 5000 of whom have received 
their medical education within the walls of the hospital. 


Wricut’s Patenr Stream Tupe Borier. — The 
principle of this invention consists in applying to the boilers of 
engines, or other vessels, for evaporating or heating fluids, a cellular 
apparatus. They are constructed of malleable iron, and are hollow 
throughout; one such set of tubes being placed underneath the 
boiler, over the fire, and two other sets within the boiler; they are 
connected together by bent tubes, so that all the tubes have a free 
communication with each other, but the water contained in them 
is insulated, and is, therefore, distinct from that in the boiler, by 
which means it can be raised to a temperature of 400 deg. or 500 
deg. Fahrenheit, without b: ing converted into steam. The quantity 
of water said to be evaporated by this boiler is about 12 cubic feet 
per hour, making it capable of raising steam sufficient for a twelve- 
horse power engine, although its dimensions are only equal to that 
of an ordinary four-horse-power boiler,

Notwithstanding, if we consider 
sharatiall population of London in 1665, compared with the 
present, we ought, taking into account the greatness of that 
calamity, to feel thankful for the improvement which has 
actually taken place. The plague and other dangerous com- 
plaints, which were cither constant or periodical visitors, 
have since the fire of London disappeared ; the improvements 
in the style in which London was rebuilt, and other considera- 
tions for health, show that well-directed human exertions are 
available against pestilence. Knowledge has, within the last 
twenty-five years, nearly doubled the chances of life in London. 
This, at first glance, may seem an astounding fact; but our 
wonder ceases if we consider the immense number, particularly 
of young lives, which are saved by the increase of knowledge 
and of skill in the treatment of smallpox, fever, and disease 
generally. Having said so much in evidence of the utility of 
human means to save life, and seeing that the fact is generally 
acknowledged, is it not (as we previously observed) wonderful 
that causes which are no better than wholesale murder should 
be permitted to remain in spite of conviction, and notwith- 
standing the exertions of every department of the press? And 
great is the necessity for such exertions, Hundreds are daily 
dying around us; and, believing that the cause of these deaths 
is owing to our imperfect sanitary condition, we will endeavour 
to assist conviction, by calling in the powerful assistance of the 
pencil to show the enormities among which we exist. Perhaps, 
among all the enormities, there is, not, one which presses, more 
on the public health, and which is, by the evils it produces, 
more abhorrent to the better feelings of our nature. paar. 
To Mr. George Alfred Walker, surgeon, the community is 
indebted for the present extended knowledge of this impor- 
tant subject. Mr. Walker, in his lectures on the actual con-

METROPOLITAN WATER SuppLty.—A meeting of the 
inhabitants of St. Pancras has been held, ‘ to consider the present 
supply of water, and the means of promoting a more abundant 
increase of pure soft water to all classes of the metropolitan com- 
munity.” Churchwarden Francis Healy, Esq., was called to the 
chair. Mr. Taberrer explained the objects of the Metropolitan 
Water-Supply Association. As the prospectus has been already 
before the public, it will perhaps be sufficient to state that the 
general principle is to incorporate the whole water service of London 
into one establishment, under the control of a responsible public 
commission; to be self-supporting, and the necessary funds to be 
raised upon rates to be levied for a term of thirty years, for which 
purpose itis proposed to apply to Parliament next session for an 
act. A parochial committee was appointed to support the project, 
and the meeting then dissolved. 


Cuo.era.—Cavution.—The advice given in the follow- 
ing handbill has been extensively adopted, and hitherto with good 
effect :—‘‘ At a time like the present, when a fatal epidemic is at 
our doors, it is desirable that householders should be warned of

Tur Crry Sewers Commission.—The commissioners 
have, during the week, assembled at Guildhall, Mr. Peacock in the 
chair. A complaint was made by several of the inhabitants of 
George-street, Minories, that Mr. Moffatv’s catgut manufactory in 
that neighbourhood was particularly offensive and calculated to 
inflict serious injury. It had been established a few months, and, 
although a partial removal of the filthy nuisance had taken place, 
it was still intolerable, and there was no exemption even on Sun- 
days. Several other nuisances were referred to. Mr, Simon (the 
medical officer of health) reported to the commissioners that the 
deaths in the City for the week ending Sept. 8 from cholera were 
79; and from diarrhma, 15; making a total loss in the City for the 
week of 94: a loss somewhat inferior to the loss of the preceding 
week, which led him to hope that the disease had reached its worst 
condition. In answer to questions from several of the commis- 
sioners, Mr. Simon said the deaths from the cholera for the four 
weeks preceding that which he had just reported were as follows :— 
On the 4th of August, 42; on the llth, 50; onthe 18th, 82; on 
the 25th, 100. The daily accounts could not be depended upon, 
but the weekly accounts were correct. It would be altogether 
incorrect to reckon the cholera patients reported from Bartholemew 
Hospital as all belonging to the City, for he had ascertained that 
cholera patients were removed there from all parts when there was 
room for them.

Past Wiexk.—The bills of mortality were commenced in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, and ever since the year 1603 have been published, 
by authority, in London. In this respect the English metropolis 
stands alone; no weekly tables of the causes of the death of every 
inhabitant are published in the capital of any other European state, 
Various motives for the measure have been assigned; but the fact 
of continuous publication from a period:anterior tg the appearance 
of newspapers and gazettes is remarkable and characteristic, It 
may be fairly referred to the natural inclination of the English 
eople, when they are in ‘rouble, to know the truth, and to see in 
igures the precise extent of their losses, although, at times, the 
Might might make the courage of the bravest quail, On the Con- 
tinent, "precautions have been used” in publishing the mortality 
from cholera in 1849, and the deaths from all causes have not yet 
been made known, The parish clerks of London in the seventeenth 
century, when the plague was at its height, counted the deaths and 
recorded their supposed causes; and the citizen, when the death- 
cart traversed the atreets, anxiously studied the bill, surrounded b 
its gloomy symbolical border, announcing 8297 deaths in a week 
out of a population of 600,000, In the hands of Price, Heberden 
Willis, Bateman, and other statists, these records have disclosed 
the laws of mortality, and the causes of the insalubrity of the pre- 
sent cities, One of their immediate advantages, however, ig the

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 


(From our own Correspondent.) 
The grand theme of the week has been the President's trip to 


Sens, and the inauguration of the*Strasburg Railrowd. With the 


Prince was the Marquis of Douglas. The railway proceeds along 
a vast plain, afterwards entering a singularly picturesque country, 


when it arrives at the viaduct of Brunoy, a magnificent structure of 


26 arches, each about ten yard’s span, and some of them about 
eighteen yards in height. Here the President of the Republic passed 
in review the National Guard of Brunoy and the adjacent places. He 
was very generally grected with shouts of ‘* Vive vapoleon! Vive 
le President!’ The view from the viaduct is beautiful; it presents 
a deep vale, hills, woods, a river, and fertile fields studded with 
fruit-trees. Then came Melun, and the forest of Fontainebleau. 
A vast crowd was assembled in the town, who shouted again and 
again, ‘‘ Vive Napoleon!’ The President of the Republic passed 
the National Guards of Fontainebleau (about 6000 in number) and 
troops in review; aniong the latter was a magnificent regiment of 
carbineers, which excited universal admiration. ‘The shouts of 
© Vive Napoleon! Vivé le President!’ were even more numerous 
and enthusiastic than at Melun. One fellow in the crowd took on 
himself to bellow ' Vive la Constitution! A bas Napoleon!” but 
a carbineer soon silenced him by a heavy blow on the face from his 
clenched fist, and the people, falling on him, nearly tore him to 
pieces, in order to exhibit the practical working of liberty, fraternity, 
and equality, Montereau was the next halt; and there also tie 
reception of the President of the Republic by the National Guard, 
whom he passed in review, and by the people assembled by hun- 
dreds, was boisterously hearty. No cry but that of © Vive Napo- 
leon!" was heard. ‘The train reached Sens shortly before three, 
The prefect of the departinent, the general commanding the dis- 
trict, the Mayor of Sens and the neighbouring communes, the 
Council-General, and the judges of the ‘l'ribuna, were in waiting. 
The Archbishop of Sens, the canons of the cathedral, and several 
priests were on a raised estrade fitted up as an altar, Several 
thousand National Guards, and a large body of troops, cavalry, and 
infantry, were under arms, and many thousands of the country 
people were assembled, Nothing could possibly exceed the warmth 
of the demonstration which ail made in favour of the President; 
und his address drew down thunders of applause. On his return 
similar enthusiasm was shown, and he arrived at Paris at about 
twenty minutes past nine o’clock in the evening, On this trip the 
town of Montereau was a point of greatinterest. Its noble cathe- 
dral, with its tall spires, is a conspicuous object. ‘To the arches of 
thia edifice is suspended the sword of the famous Jean Sans-Peur, 
who was assassinated on the old bridge. Within a quarter of an 
hour’s walk from the station, on the heights, the chiteau of Surville 
ia one of the finest points of view on the Seine and the Yonne, It 
was there that Napoleon fought in 1814 the famous battle of Mon. 
tereau, in which, after a combat of four hours, he completely routed 
the allied armies of Austria and Russia, At Montereau commences 
the Troyes Railroad. 

The letter of the President to Edgar Ney has been read with 
leasure by most people, though it may excite the comments of the 
egitimist and religious parties. This letter was received at Rome 

on the 3lst, up to which date we have accounts. ‘The following 
passages are much commented on:—‘* The French Repyblie has 
not sent an army to Rome to stifle Italian liberty, but, on the con:

several substinces are added to give it flavour, amongst the 
rest juniper-berries. | Rum is distilled from molasses or impure 
treacle. These spirits are all colourless when first. distilled. 
Brandy and rum are either coloured or obtain their colour 
from the casks in which they are kept; but if kept for many 
years they obtain a slight tinge of colour even if kept in glass 
bottles ; and the addition of colour is to favour the belief that 
these spirits have been long kept. The difference of colour in 
malt liquors depends chiefly upon the kind of malt made use 
of, whether pale or dark, and in the case of London porter 
upon a certain amount of treacle and liquorice which are 
generally added to give extra strength, and enable the beer to 
obtain a good “head.” When beer has been bottled the fer- 
mentation still proceeds slowly; and, as the carbonic acid 
cannot escape, it is absorbed by the beer. This produces the 
frothing, and gives rise to the expression, “It is well up;” 
for when the cask is drawn, and consequently the pressure 


removed, the carbonic acid gradually escapes in minute 
bubbles and produces the “head” or froth peculiar to bottled 
beer, The same may be said of champaign and other 
‘* sparkling wines, Vitriol (dilute sulphuric acid) is capable 
of converting starch, gum, and woody fibre (linen) into 
sugar ; for example, if a drop of vitriol be let fall upon a linen 
apron, it will shortly be found to have so changed its texture 
that upon the slightest touch or washing the spot will break 
away, leaving a hole in the apron, or, in common language, it 
has ‘burnt’? it; it has in truth converted that spot into 
sugar, and this, being too brittle to bear much handling, breaks 
away. It has been proposed to make sugar from old linen 
rags; but the process is too expensive, as these same rags bear 
a high price, being in demand among the paper-makers, 


Railway, in the state of New Jersey, collisions are constantly 
occurring between the passenger and merchandise trains.

‘I 
have usually administered half-drachm doses of the tincture of the 
seeds every 10 or 15 minutes, and have had no occasion to exhibit 
a larger quantity, in the whole, than two fluid ounces before the 
balance of the circulation had been fully restored, and all the urgent 
symptoms disappeared. In the majority of cases less than one 
ounce has been found sufficient. The patients have been allowed 
an unlimited supply of cola water to allay their thirst, but nothing 
else; and all external applications have been abstained from as 
much as regard for the patient’s feelings would allow. I feel con- 
fident that colchicum is an effectual—and, I believe, will be found 
to be the only certain—remedy for malignant cholera, and, if 
administered as above, will cure every case that has not been sub- 
jected to any other plan of treatment.” [Let the physicians look 
to this; but let patients look only to their physicians.]

Kine’s Couiece Hosrrrau.—This hospital, established 
in the year 1839, in immediate connection with King’s College, has 
become, from the many claims of the poor upon the institution, 
quite inadequate tothe important objects for which it was set on 
foot. During the ten years of its being established, no less than 
122,550 persons have been admitted without any letter of recom- 
mendation; and the epidemic which has prevailed for the last few 
months has so added to the number applying for relief, that it has 
been resolved by the committee of noblemen and gentlemen, 
patrons of the institution, to raise a new building capable of con- 
taining at least 200 beds, and to raise an endowment fund, the 
present endowment amounting only to £2000, derived from lega- 
cies left by deceased patrons, while the actual sum necessary for 
maintaining the present establishment is £4500 per annum, To 
carry out the proposed undertaking a meeting of the council of 
King’s College was held a few days since, when a committee of 
thirty-eight was named, and they elected as their president his 
Royal Highness the Duke of Cambridge, and as chairman of the 
committee his Grace the Archbishop of Canterbury. The sum 
proposed to be raised is £60,000, and the committee are most san- 
guine in their anticipations as to the amount likely to be subscribed 
by the 6000 students who have already passed through the different 
branches of instruction in the college, 5000 of whom have received 
their medical education within the walls of the hospital.

deg, Fahrenheit, without b ing converted into steam. The quantity 
of water said to be evaporated by this boiler is about 12 cubic feet 
per hour, traking it capable of raising steam sufficient for a twelve- 
horse power engine, although its dimensions are only equal to that 
of an ordinary four-horse-power boiler,

METROPOLITAN WATER SuprLy.—A meeting of the 
inhabitants of St. Pancras has been held, “‘ to consider the present 
supply of water, and the means of promoting a more abundant 
increase of pure soft water to all classes of the metropolitan com- 
munity.” Churchwarden Francis Healy, Esq., was called to the 
chair. Mr. Taberrer explained the objects of the Metropolitan 
Water-Supply Association. As the prospectus has been already 
before the public, it will perhaps be suflicient to state that the 

eneral principle is to incorporate the whole water service of London 
into one establishment, under the control of a responsible public 
commission; to be self-supporting, and the necessary funds to be 
raised upon rates to be levied for a term of thirty years, for which 
purpose itis proposed to apply to Parliament next session for an 
act. A parochial committee was appointed to support the project, 
and the meeting then dissolved. 


Cuo.era.—Cavution.—The advice given in the follow-

Tue Ciry Sewers Commission.—The commissioners 
have, during the week, assembled at Guildhall, Mr. Peacock in the 
chair. A complaint was made by several of the inhabitants of 
George-street, Minories, that Mr. Moffatt’s catgut manufactory in 
that neighbourhood was particularly offensive and calculated to 
inflict serious injury. It had been established a few months, and, 
although a partial removal of the filthy nuisance had taken place, 
it was still intolerable, and there was no exemption even on Sun- 
days. Several other nuisances were referred to. Mr, Simon (the 
medical officer of health) reported to the commissioners that the 
deaths in the City for the week ending Sept. 8 from cholera were 
79; and from diarrhoa, 15; making a total loss in the City for the 
week of 94: a loss somewhat inferior to the loss of the preceding 
week, which led him to hope that the disease had reached its worst 
condition. In answer to questions from several of the commis- 
sioners, Mr. Simon said the deaths from the cholera for the four 
weeks preceding that which he had just reported were as follows :— 
On the 4th of August, 42; onthe llth, 60; onthe 18th, 82; on 
the 26th, 100. The daily accounts could not be depended upon 
but the weekly accounts were correct. It would 7 alto rather 
incorrect to reckon the cholera patients reported from Bartholemew 
Hospital as all belonging to the City, for he had ascertained that 
cholera patients were removed there from all parts when there was 
room for them.

In their predatory expedition to procure provisions, “ the squires 
and foragers,” says Wace, ‘and those who looked out for booty, 
seized all the clothing and provisions they could find, lest what had 
been brought by the ships should fail them ; and the English were 
to be seen fleeing before them, driving off their cattle and quitting 
their houses, All took shelter in the cemeteries, and even there 
they were in grievous alarm.” 


Sharon Turner tells us that as Cuthbert, the eleventh bishop from 
Augustine, obtained leave to make cemeteries within cities, we may 
infer that the more healthful custom of depositing the dead at some 
distance from the habitations of the livin was the general practice 
among the Anglo-Saxons; but afterwards it became the custom to 
bury the dead in churches, The first restriction to this practice 
was the injunction that none should be so buried unless it was

Historians mention an entertainment provided by William as a 
means of effacing the terror that many of his soldiers laboured 
under; the Tapestry shows us both the preparations for it, and the 
banquet itself.
